THE MEN WHOM CRISP HAS NAMED 


To Shape the Legislation of the 
Fifty-Second Congress, 


A MAGNIFICENT DETAIL OF WORKERS, 


Bhowing That Georgia’s Great Son Has 
Been Equal to the Task That Was 
Imposed Upon Him, 


WasHincton, December 23.—[Special.]— 
Xo speaker of the house ever made 
up committees that were received with 
more satisfaction than those Speaker Crisp 
announced today. 

Immediately upon the reading of the 
list the speaker was forced to go to his 
hotel by sickness. 

The result is that he cannot go to Geor- 
gia for Christmas. 

The strain upon Speaker Crisp for three 
weeks has been exceedingly great. In addi- 
tion to that he has been suffering with the 


grip for a week. He, however, held Up | 


under it all until this afternoon, when he 
was forced to seek his bed and call in-# 
physician. He is not seriously ilj, but de- 
cidedly too unwell to travel. Consequently 
he cannot go home for Christmas. He 
telegraphed Mrs. Crisp to this effect this 
afternoon, and she will come to him within 
a few days. The two youngest children 
will come with her. It is a great disap- 
pointment to Speaker Crisp, but his physi- 
cian says it would be an impossibility for 
him to take the trip home; that absolute 


rest and quiet are necessary for several days. 


The Gossip About the Committees. 
THE GENERAL FEELING IS ONE OF SATISFAC- 
TION WITH THE APPOINTMENTS. 

Of course there were a few discontented 
ones, but very few. The vigorous protests 
and howling that have been going on for a 
week were not heard today. The predicted 
mutiny failed to materialize. Instead of a 
disrupted party in the house, it is more 
united than was ever known. Indeed 
Speaker Crisp has put almost every man 
in the house just where each desired to 
go and where each can be of the most 
service to his country and his party. 

The north gets practically as many 
chairmanships as the south, and those who 
opposed the speaker in the recent election 
fared practically as well as those who 
voted for him. Indeed ability and fitness 
were the considerations for committee 
places and as far as possible members were 
assigned accordingly. 

While the south secures a majority of the 
chairmanships, the majority is so smal] that 
itcan easily be attributed to longer service 
rendered by the southern members and the 
great body of the northern democratic repre- 
sentatives being new tillers of the soil of legis- 
lation. 

According to states the chairmanships are 
distributed as follows: Virginia 2, Illinois 3, 
Indiana 3, Missouri 4, Georgia 3, including the 
committee on rules, of which the speaker is 
ex-officio chairman; Alabama 3, North Caro- 
lina 3, Arkansas 2, Texas 3, New York 4, 
Louisiana 2, New Jersey 1, Pennsylvania 2, 
Iowa 1, South Carolina 2, Kentucky 2, Ten- 
nessee 2, Mississippi 2, Rhode Island 1, Wis- 
consin 1, Ohio 3, Massachusetts 1, Michigan 2, 
Connecticut 1, Maryland 3, Minnesota 1. 

The Appointment of Sprimger. 

Speaker Crisp departed from the rules of 
precedence that have prevailed in the last 
two congresses in several instanves, but in 
each he only departed to strengthen the 
committee and the party. The only case 
that can possibly cause dissatisfaction even 
among a few is that of the ways and means 
committee, to the chairmanship of which he 
appointed Mr. Springer instead of Mr. Mills. 
It is true Mr. Springer has never served on 
this committee, but he is considered the ablest 
northern man in the house, and, above all, is 
& practical tariff reformer. 

. In the election of Judge Crisp as speaker, 
the decision of the house was for a modifica- 
tion of the tariff by separate free schedule 
bills, such as free wool in one bill, free binding 
twine in another, free iron ties in anovher, free 
coalandsoon. To do this it was necessary 
for fhe speaker to appoint a committee favor- 
able to the plan. Mr. Mills declare] war on it. 

He favored another full and complete bill, 
not to pass, because he knew it could not, but 
to go before the country on next fall. 

In other words Mr. Mills wanted to go into 
the campaign on the defensive. Speaker 
Crisp believes in going into it on the aggres- 
sive. He knew there would be some dissatis- 
faction when he placed Mr. Springer in Mr. 
Mills’s old place, but Judge Crisp has never 
hesitated to do what he believed to be right. 
He did it in this case. He believed Mr. 
Springer to be the man for the place and he 
brushed aside precedents and put him there. 
The country will realize the wisdom of this 
and be gratified. 

What of the Precedents? 

But let us see about the precedents, There 
isno absolute recognized precedents for any 
appointments. The speaker, in his judge- 
ment, simply does what he thinks best for 
the country and his party. In the forty- 
fourth congress Speaker Kerr did not appoint 
his strongest competitor, Mr. Randall, chair- 
man of ways and means, but he appointed 
William R. Morrison, of Illinois, who was not 
& candidate for speaker at all. 

Th the forty-fifth-congress, Speaker Randall 
did not appoint Mr. Biackburn, his chief com- 
petitor, chairman of ways and means, but ap- 
Pointed Fernando Wood, of 
hen Mr. Carlisle was elected speaker in the 

y-eighth congress, he would not appoint 
th Randall, but gave the place to Mr. Mor- 


Another argument that has been raised by 
the few malcontents is that both the ways and 
means, and appropriations have been given to 
Rorthern men.

It is pointed to 
as an indication of a progressive tariff reform 
policy that the most advanced tariff reformers 
of the several sections have been: selected to 
constitute the committee. 
The Membership of the Committee. 

Of the ten democratic members of the ways 
and means committee, all except Mr. Stephens, 
of Massachusetts, and Mr. Bryan of Nebraska, 
who are in their first term in congress, were 
members of the fiftieth congress, and of these 
eight members all except Mr. Whiting, os 
Michigan, are recorded as voting for the Millf 
bill on its final passage. Mr. Whiting made 
several speeches favoring the clauses of the 
bill relating to wool and salt and upholding 
the tariff message of ex-President Cleveland. 
He is one of fourteen members recorded as 
“not voting’’ on the final passage of the bill, 
and was probably paired in favor of the bill, 
The five republican members of the committee! 
of course, all voted against the Mills bill and 
in favor of the McKinley bill in the last con- 
gress. 

Mr. Dalzell, of Pensylvania, is the new mem- 
ber of the committee from the republican side 
of the house, and Messrs. McMillin, Turner 
and Wilson, of West Virginia, are the demo- 
cratic members, who have in revent years been 
identified with tariff reform, as members of the 
committee. The three democratic members 
last named aided in framing the Mills bill. 
Mr. Springer, the chairman, has always voted 
for tariff reform measures, but has, by pub- 
lished interviews, recorded himself as in favor 
of passing specific bills to put a few articles an 
the free list, and against a general revision of 
the tariff by the house at this session. A ma- 
jority of his democratic colleagues have stated 
in public that they were in favor of this line 
of policy at the present time, which insures 
thé country some relief, at least, during this 
session, for itis known that both the senate 
and the president would agree to adding sey- 
eral materials to the free list. 


The Silver Men 
ARE EXCEEDINGLY HAPPY OVER THE SILVER 
COMMITTEE. 

The silver men are well pleased with 
the constitution of the coinage committee, 
and regard it as significant of the speak- 
er’s purpose to afford an opportunity for 
the passage of a free coinage measure. 
The chairman, Mr. Bland, is the most 
pronounced democratic advocate of silver 
in the house. Nine out of the thirteen 
members of the committee have in past 
congresses declared in favor of free 
coinage; three against 


are . outspoken 
free coinage, and the record 


of one is not definitely known, he being a 
new man, though his colleagues say he is 
against free coinage, and he is so counted. 

The members Who favor free coinage are 
Messrs. Bland, of Missouri; Williams, of 
Illinois’ Kilgore, of Texas; Robertson, of 
Louisiana; Pierce, of Tennessee; Epes, of Vir- 
ginia; McKeighan, of Nebraska; Bartine, of 
Nevada, and Johnson, of North Dakota. 
Those opposed are Messrs. Tracey, of New 
York; Williams, of Massachusetts; Taylor, of 
Illinois, and Stone, of Pennsylvania. Of the 
free coinage members Messrs. Bland, Williams 
of Illinois, Kilgore, Robertson, Pierce of Ten- 
nessee, and Bartine were in the last congress, 
and recorded themselves as in favor of the 
passage of the free coinage bill. 

Of the new free coinage members Mr. Epes, 
of Virginia, was elected on a free coinage plat- 
form; Mr. McKeighban comes here as an in- 
dependent, elected iargely by alliance votes, 
and committed to free coinage of silver. Mr. 
Johnson, of North Dakota, was elected on a 
platform, one of the leading features of which 
wasthe free silver plank. Of the anti-free 
coinage members of the committee Messrs, 
Tracey and Taylor, of Illinois, were in the last 
congress, and as members of the coinage com- 
mittee worked and voted against free silver. 

Mr. Williams, of Massachusetts, takes the 
place on the committee formerly held 
by Mr. Walker, of Massachusetts, who, 
though in the present congress, was not 
given an opportunity to serve on his 
old committee. Mr. Williams, like his pred- 
ecessor, fhowever, Fs a strong anti-free silver 
man. The fourth man placed in the anti-free 
coinage list is Mr. Stone, of Pennsylvania. 
Mr. Stone was not in the last congress. He is 
not in the city, but his friends say he is un- 
doubtedly against free silver, Now as to the 
free coinage men on this committee. They 
were selected with a view to their conserva- 
tism and judgment, and with them the inter- 
ests of the democratic party will stand first 
before all things. 

Holding Down the Treasury. 
A STRONG COMMITTEE HEADED BY THE 
VETEKAN HOLMAN. 

The committee on appropriations is very 
strong, and its personnel indicates that a 
policy of strict economy will be followed. All 
its members, except Colonel Livingston, have 
served in several congresses. 

The speaker recognized the farmers hand- 
somely on the committee on agriculture. 
Nearly every member of itisafarmer. They 
should know what reliefs the farmers need, 
and on this committee they will have ample 
opportunity to do something practical. Colo- 
ne] Moses, of Georgia, was fortunate in get- 
ting on this committee, though he desired it. 
Since the rise of the alliances nearly 
all the members in the house wanted to get on 
it, but the speaker formed itt as nearly as pos- 
sible of practical farmers. 

As chairman of the foreign affairs commit- 
tee, Mr. Blount will be a conspicuous figure 
before the country. That committee is com- 
posed of thirteen of the most experienced 
diplomatic members of the house. 

Indeed all the committees are formed of 
men who are best fitted for the duties they 
will have to perform. A little dissatisiaction 
was expected, but thee is very little. In his 
work Speaker Crisp h¥s demonstrated that he 
will be speaker in reality, and that at all times 
the interest of the democratic party is first 
and foremost with him. The make-up of his 
committees is an evidence that this is going to 
be a working congress. 

The Wild, Woolly West. 

Half adozen or more of the committees, 
principally those having consideration of mat- 
ters of interest chiefly to the west, are nomi- 
nally jarger in number of members than the 
rules provide, this being due tothe fact that 
delegates for the territories, who have no vote 
either in committee or in the house, have been 
placed on committees as extra members and 
their names not counted in figuring the quota 
of members of which each committee is en- 
titled. 

The Man Without a Committee. 

The committee on war claims is one short in 
membership, owing to the fact that the name’ 
of Mr. Hallowell, of Pennsylvania, was erased 
after the committee was made up, for the 
reason that Pennsylvania already had one 
member on the committee in the person of Mr. 
Beltzhoover, chairman, and no other name 
was substituted, as was intended should be 
done. Mr. Hallowell, through an inadvertence 


of the same nature, enjoys the distinction of,

UNPROFESSIONAL LAWYERS. 


A Stinging Rebuke by Judge Gresham of 
the United States Court. 

CuicaGo, December 23.—Judge Walter Q, 
Gresham, of the United States court, whose 
decisionin the famous Wabash receivership 
and other cases has caused him to be regarded 
rather coldly by railroad officials, bas at last 
taken a position which is warmly applauded 
by railway stockholders. The case was the 
suit of William McDowell against the Chicago 
and Northwestern railroad for $20,000 damage, 
McDowell was injured by the railroad, 
and an attorney, Charles W. Monroe, 
heard of the accident and visited McDowell 
at the hospital to learn if there was any basis 
for a damage suit. All this was brought out 
by Judge Gresham himself, after he had ques- 
tioned Monroe. ‘I don’t say you were guilty 
of shoving your services on this man unso- 
licited,” said the court, addressing Monroe, 
‘but it looks bad, sir, very bad. If railroad 
trains run over people or injure them they 
should be held accountable for proper dam- 
ages. But I don’t like the way lawyers of a 
certain class have of rushing off to people as 
soon as they are injured and forcing their legal 
services on them; and the public does not like 
iteither. Lawyers that dothis sort of thing 
ought to be disbarred and if I ever get another 
one of them before me I will disbar him.”

The Killing of a Few American Sailors 
by Chileans. 


THAT IS THE WAY THE CHILEANS TALK. 


They Are Surprised That Such a 
Big Row Is Raised. 


SAY THEIR POLICE WERE POWERLESS, 


But President Montt Hopes That Every- 
thing May Be Settled Amicably 
Between the Nations. 


San Francisco, December 23.—Correspon- 
dence of the Associated Press from Santiago, 
Chile, under date of November 21st, says the 
feeling against Americans is so strong that 
ever since the congressional party came into 
power a majority of the people are disposed to 
regard the killing of the few American gailors 
as avery trifling affair, and express much 
surprise that the United States should have 
taken official notice of the matter. The re- 
ports of the intendente of Valparaiso say there 
were 2,000 men engaged in the “‘sailors’’”’ fight. 
He gives this tigure to show that the police 
were powerless to quell the disturbance, 
Asa matter of fact there was not any- 
where near half that number, and the 
police found ample opportunity to stop 
the trouble. For some time following 
the attack there was & strong 
feeling among the crew of the Baltimore, and 
the men would have liked to send another 
party ashore better equipped. Of thirty-six 
American sailors arrested at the time of the 
fight, not one had a weapon more formidable 
than sailors’ jackknives. 

The corresondent says President Montt has 
given no special indication of any sympathy 
with the general ill feeling in Chile against 
the United States. In arecent interview with 
an Associated Press correspondent, he ex- 
pressed the hope that all difficulties would be 
settled amicably, as he did not believe the peo- 
ple of either nation desired trouble. He also 
expressed disapproval of the accusations and 
insinuations made against the Amercan minis- 
ter by certain Chileansin the United States, 
professing to speak for the Chilean govern- 
ment,

POPE LEO’S ADDRESS, 


Annual Keception at the Sacred College 
Yesterday, 


Rome, December 23.—The pope delivered 
an address at the annual reception of the 
sacred college today. Referring to the labor 
encyclical, he said that he was gratified that 
that document had produced a marked move- 
ment among the working classes toward the 
holy see. His object in addressing the French 
workmen’s pilgrimage had been to render 
the encyclical more effective. He had de- 
signed similarly to address pilgrimages organ- 
ized'in Europe and America. But the visits 
of bodies of workmen had been suddenly 
stopped by the undignified means already 
known to the world. The civil government 
had nothing to fear from the behavior of re- 
spectable persons coming to Rome to pay 
homage ‘o the pope. 


Yellow Fever Epidemic. 


Lonpon, December 23.—-Advices have been 
received here that the ravages of yellow fever 
in Brazil are growing heavier daily. Peopie 
at the various ports are well accustomed to 
the presence of the disease, but so severe and 
fatal are its attacks now that a widespread 
panic has seized upon them. All those who 
are able are fleeing to the mountains for 
safety. 


. Jules Simon Is Dying. 

Paris, December 23.—Jules Simon, the 
distinguished French statesman and author, 
who has been critically ill for some time past, 
is dying. His last appearance in a public 
capacity was as president of the international 
emigration conference recently held in this 
city. 


BANKER BOWDEN’S FLIGHT. 


He Seems to Have Gotten Away with 
$100,000. 

Ratetan, N. C., December 23,—[{Special. ]— 
THE CoNsTITUTION correspondent gave the 
first news of the flight of Cashier Ransom M. 
Bowden, of the wrecked First National bank 
of Wilmington. The bank closed its doors the 
day before Thanksgiving, “and Bowden fied 
that night. Thereason for his flight is ex- 
plained. He had for years deceived the bank 
examiner and directors by suppressing the true 
state of affairs, and making it appear that the 
liabilities to the depositors were only $300,000, 
whereas they are $400,000.

Spiking the Armory.

THE COTTON FACTORS 


Of Savannah Will Not Make Their 
Usual Advances 


TO MEN CULTIVATING LARGE CROPS, 


Believe That the Present Crop Is 
Ruinously Large, and Will Call 
a Halt. 


They 


SAVANNAH, Ga., December 23.—[Special.]— 
This afternoon the correspondent of THE Con- 
STITUTION interviewed the leading cotton mefi 
of the city with regards to the outlook. He 
found them all awaiting the developments of 
the new year with much anxiety. 

If the receipts continue proportionately as 
heavy as they have been up to this time, the 
market will be swamped and prices will tum- 
ble from 7 cents, the present quotation for 
middling, and the lowest in forty-five years, 
down, perhaps, to Scents. Then it will be a 
case of ‘stand from under,” as a factor ex- 
pressed it, and few people will want to have 
the staple even at that figure. 

Fully Stocked with Cotton. 

All the Savannah warehouses are now fully 
stocked with cotton, and the amount on hand 
is steadily increasing every day. Everybody 
here is hoping that there will be a falling off 
in receipts after the holidays. If so, it wili be 
taken as an indication that the crop is what 
has been claimed—short of the phenomenal 
crop of last year. 

It will be remembered that the production 
then reached the enormous total of 8,600,000 
bales,or amillion bales more than the preceding 
year. Asa result of the crop being so greatly 
in excess of the consumption, over five hun- 
dred thousand bales were carried over to this 
season, and in considering the relations of 
supply and demand, this must be added to 
the crop now being marketed. If the claims of 
the bulls that the crop this season is nearly 
one mi)lion bales behind the Jast one proves to 
be anywhere near the truth, there must be a 
drop in the receipts soon. 

Belief in a Big Crop. 

The spinners have refused to lay in heavy 
stocks, on the belief that the heavy receipts up 
to this time indicate that the cropis fully as 
large as that of 1889-90, if not even larger. So 
far the drift of the evidence has been their 
way. It does not matter to them 
whether cotton is already selling below 
the cost of production or not. What they con- 
sider is the probability of its going still lower. 
They are satisfied that it will, and so they hold 
off a little longer. 
heavy receipts to date have been due to the 
fine weather, the planters have had for pick- 
ing, ginning and hauling to the mar- 
kets, and that the crop is al- 
ready largely marketed, the market will 
be invigorated at once, and prices will go up. 

The Situation Serious. 
If the reverse is true there will probably be 


at least a million bales carried over to add to 


the coming year’s supply. This makes the 
situation one of great seriousness. With 
cotton, perhaps, selling at6oreven 5 cents a 
pound thisseason, and a vast surplus on hand for 
the beginning of the next season, planters must 
be forced to curtail their production, if they 
are not sensible enough to doit of their own 
accord. This is the feeling of factors here and 
elsewhere throughout the country. It will be 
absolutely ruinous to have such another crop 
as that of last year, or as that which it is 
feared this year’s may prove to be. There is 
hardly any question on the part of the factors 
as to the necessity of their taking some steps 
to protect both themselves and the planters, 
Will Refuse Advances. 


They will consequently refuse to advance as 
much money as iu past years. If a man has 
been in the custom of raising 250 bales, for in- 
stance, and expresses his intention of raising 
as much again the coming season, it will be 
pointed out to him that it is to his personal 
business interest, as well as to the interest of 
his. state, that he should raise less than that, 
or say about one hundred and seventy-five 
bales, and the factor from whom he secures 
the money with which to carry on his opera- 
tions will advance him enough to do that and 
no more. In this way, coupled with the financial 
lesson all have been taught this winter, it is 
believed the crop can be kept down to propor- 
tions that will permit, even with a big stock 
on hand on next September Ist, of the re- 
munperative prices. 


LESSENING COTTON PRODUCTION. 


An Important Movement Started by Missis- 
sippi Planters. 


GREENVILLE, Miss., December 23.—[Spe- 
cial.]|—A meeting of planters, merchants, fac- 
tors and others interested in the production of 
cotton was held here yesterday at the cotton ex- 
change. State Auditor W. W. Stone, one of 
the largest planters in the delta, cailed the 
meeting to order, and W. A. Everman was 
selected chairman and C. G. Beardslee secre- 
tary. W. W. Stone introduced the following 
resolutions, which, after full discussion, were 
unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That we, the planters and cotton 
factors of Washington county, recognizing the 
intense financial strain and absolute distress 
which now hangs like a pall over the cotton pro- 
ducing conntry, growing out of overproduction 
under the present management, and that in the 
future we see no hope for us as producers unless 
some radical remedial changes are made in the 
system nowin vogue among planters and mer- 
chants, to the end that®ess cotton be raised or the 
production be cheapened. 

Resolved, That we endorse the call for a conven- 
tion of those interested in cotton pro- 
ducing to be held at Memphis on _ the 
8th day of January next, looking to 
the amelioration of our condition and that the 
chairman appoint ten delegates to attend said 
convention. 

Resolved, That a permanent organization of 
planters and merchants and ail others interested 
in producing cottou inthis county be at once 
formed on such a _ basis as will promote 
the spirit of the foregoing resolutions. 

Resolved, That the citizens of other counties 
interested alike withus in this question, be re- 
buested to take immediate action to the same end. 

The meeting today at 12 o’clock received the 
report of the committee and adopted it. The 
following is the report: 

This association shall be known asthe Washing- 
ton County Planters’ Association, having as its 
object the general welfare of the cotton planters, 
the cheapening of the production of cotton 
means that may suggest 
themseives from time to time. he 
special scheme to be observed here 
is the raising at home of al! articles of food suit- 
able to climate and conditions sutrounding us. 
To promote this end local or neighborhood organ- 
izations are necessary, and it is urged upon all 
members to act in this matterin their respective 
neighborhoods. To better insure this an exec- 
utive committee of five, one from each 
supervisors’ district, shall be created, 
upon whom the president and secretary 
shall devote the dut of enrolling every 
planter, merchant and all interested in cotton cu!- 
ture in this organization, and seeking to inspire 
them with the necessity of aspirited, persistent 
and determined effort to secure the adoption of 
sueh methods as will cheapen production, and 
rencer the country more -sustaining. To be

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THE BLOODY-MINDED COUSIN 


Who Slew His Uncle and Maltreated His 
Affianced. 

Nasuvittx, Tenn., December 23.—[Spe- 
cial.]—After many continuances and a change 
of venue, the trial of George Dunnaway, the 
principal! in one of the most sensational mur- 
ders that ever occurred in Tennessee, was be- 
gun at Lebanon yesterday. 

After the selection of the jury the attorney 
general read four indictments, one for mur- 
der, two for assault with intent to kill, and 
one for rape, for allot which together, by con- 
sent of counsel, the prisoner will be tried. 

The story of Dunnaway’s crime is best told 
by one of his victims, Mrs. Dillon, who was 
formerly Melissa Dunnaway, a cousin of 
the prisoner. She is about twenty-one years 
old, rather“pood looking, and of modest de- 
meanor. She stated that previous to the mur- 
der her father, James Dunnaway, mother, 
brother Newton, and herself, lived on a farm 
near Lascassas, in Rutherford county. The 
crime was committed on the 2th of 
February, 1888. She had been engaged to 
George Dunnaway, but her father forbid her 
warrving him. He continued his visits and 
was on good terms with all. The day of the 
murder le spent the afternoon with her and 
showed her three pistols, stating he intended 
to kill her father. On invitation he took sup- 
per with the family, and shortly afterwards, 
while sitting around the fire, George stepped 
out togetadrink. Hereturned in a moment 
and with the remark, ‘‘Now the work will 
commence,’’ began tiring at them with his pis- 
tols. Mrs. Dillon seset that seven or eight 
shots were fired. Her father was struck by 
two of them and almost instantly killed. She 
seized ber mother, who had been wounded, 
and rushed into the kitchen, locking the door 
behind her. The murderer followed ber there 
immediately and broke open the door.. He 
tore her away from her mother and dragged 
her out into the woods where, notwithstanding 
her screams and struggles, he succeeded in 
outraging her. He then forced her to accom- 
pany him to Wisman Dunnaway’s house, a 
mile and a half distant. He took her to that 
gentieman’s barn, where he bound her with a 
plow line and again ravished her. He then 
made her go with him to a spring near by, 

which she sup- 

attempted 

her drink from it. This 

she was unable todo, but he warned her if 

she ever spoke of his maltreatment of her that 
he would kill her. 

While they were in the woods her cousin 
showed her a letter, addressed to her, which 
he had gotten out of the office. It was a love 
letter from a young man in Kentucky, of 
whom he was very jealous. He had broken it 
open and read it. 

Mrs. James Dunnaway made substantially 
the same statement as to the shooting. She 
was shot in the mouth, and part of her tongue 
clipped off. A number of the witnesses were 
examined, but nothing was brought out beyond 
the fact that the ee premeditated. The 
defense will attemp establish that the 
prisoner inherited insanity from his father.

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RAILROAD NEWS. 


The Southwestern Takes a Pecullar 
Distinction. 


FREIGHT TRAFFIC IS RATHER LIGHT. 


Folks Are Hurrying Home for Christmas 
Dinners and Reunions—General 
Gossip. 


The Southwestern has the distinction of 
doing something which is unheard of on big 
railroads. To cut off all freight trains on a 
line for three days is a novel step in rail- 
roading. . 

Down at the Kiser building there was no 
one yesterday to explain it, as the general 
managerand his assistant are out of town. 
An official of another road said he supposed 
the Southwestern has not much freight to 
haul right now. He went on to say that he 
wished his line could stop its freight trains for 
afew days, too. Business is light, and the 


revenue does not pay expenses, but to abolish 
a service antagonizes the patrons, and mangers 
generally consider it wiser to lose money than 
good will. 

There is always more or less perishable 
freight in transit, and if some of it is caught 
out on the Southwestern and spoils there will 
be a “howdy-do.”” Then the withdrawal of 
this service will delay the delivery of Christ- 
mas goods. On the whole there is going to be 
a great deal of resentment over the stopping of 
the freight trains. | 

The Scrap Heap. 

——One mile of the roadbed of the Dallas, 
Pacific and Southeastern was sold recently 
and brought $10. The sale was to satisfy 
court costs and $10 was the highest bid received. 
The line is only partly completed and no work 
is being done on it at present, but the invest- 
ment may prove a good one.

A Few Words About Atlanta. 

A glance at the map of this country can- 
not fail to lead one who is familiar with the 
situation to three conclusions: 

1. That New York is the distributing cen- 


ter of the northeast. 
2. That Chicago is the distributing center 


’ of the west. 


3. That Atlanta is the distributing center 
of the southeast, and perhaps of the entire 
south. 

Of the first two cities nothing need be 
said at present. The commanding location 
of Atlanta, her splendid distributing facil- 
ities, and the trend of business manufac- 
tures and transportation make it plain that 
she is and will continue to be the best dis- 
tributing center in the southeast. Rich- 
mond, Nashville and New Orleans will not 
be competitors. They are, in a certain 


_ sense border cities, more or less in sympathy 


with western and eastern transportation in- 
terests. But Atlanta hasa wide field with 
no rival to share it. 

Naturally, this fact causes, and will in 
future cause, the concentration here of im- 
mense wholesale houses, a great diversity of 
manufactures, and the establishments of 
large plants connected with transportation 
and other industrial interests. Southern 
railways will find it profitable to have their 
cars built here, and the heavy machinery 
used in this section will be turned out of 
our shops. The extensive depot and re- 
pair shops shortly to be built here by the 
Thomson-Houston company will serve as 
an illustration of what we may expect to 
see. The development in the southeast of 
electrical appliances has made it necessary 
to select the best point of distribution fora 
depot of supplies. The demand for street 
cars will very soon make it a matter of 
economy to construct them right here in the 
south, and the same business considera- 
tions which influenced the Thomson-Hous- 
ton company in favor of Atlanta will con- 
trol the car manufacturers, and the ex- 
ploiters of other enterprises growing out of 
the material progress of the south. 

Our distributing facilities will draw mer- 
chants and manufacturers here. They 
will bring capital and population. More 
people will create a demand for more 
houses. The rapid building up of the city 
will give labor constant employment, and 
this large wage-working contingent will 
make the retail trade flourish. 

Atlanta is fairly started upon her career as 
the distributing center of the southeast. She 
is already to this region what Chicago is to 
the west. 

Take a look around at our commerce and 
manufactures, and then glance at the map. 
If you can point out a single southern city 
that bids fair to take Atlanta’s place as_ the 
metropolis and distributing center of the 
south, put your finger on it, or name it. 

Geography, transportation and business are 
all in ourfavor. The Gate City will be the 
largest city of the south in a very few 
years, 


—_— 
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The Value of a Minute. 

The New York Recorder of last Sunday 
contained several brief interviews with 
prominent men concerning the value ofa 
minute. 

All of the persons interviewed laid great 
stress upon the importance of utilizing even 
so short a period of time as a single minute. 
In the course of sixty secondsa train may 
miss or make connection, a battle may be 
decided, and many other matters of life 
and death and business may be settled. 

Postmaster Van Cott told The Recorder 
that the valueof a minute was nowhere 
more signally illustrated than in the mail 
service. To southern readers this may re- 
quire some‘/éxplanation. Postmaster Van 
Cott was thinking of the northern mail ser- 
vice, where everything goes along with 
clockwork regularfty. In a region where 
the trains make schedule time, and where 
the mail must be distributed and trans- 
ferred if human brain and muscle can possi- 
bly do it, a minute counts for something. 

But how isit down south? What isa 
minute or a score or two of minutes to rail- 
road men and mail agents when train sched- 
ules are mere fancy. work? Irregularity in 
one departmént affects everything that de- 
pends upon it. In some southern cities 
where overa half hour intervenes between 
the scheduled arrival of one train and the 
departure of another no effort is made to 
transfer the majls.. Such slack methods 
would not be télemted in the north. But 
we are used toit. When our postal offi- 
cials are appealed to they say that the time 
is too short for a transfer, and when the 
question is argued they say that the trains 
are irreguiar, and they never know 
whether they will be on time or not. 

The importance of a first-class mai) ser- 
vice in the south will be recognized by every- 


‘body. The postmaster general and his as- 


sistants can make our service first-class if 
they will. They should impose penalties 


and forfeitures on railroads that will not 


use due diligence to stick to their schedules, 
and they should see toit that the mail 
agents utilize every minute that is needed 
in the dispatch of their business. 
_ ‘The south is entitled to the same efficient 
mail service that is found in the north. 


mail service is not a money-making concern. 
It is supposed tobe forthe benefit of the 
country and the people at large. A little 
town in Georgia is just as much entitled to 
regular fast mailsas a city in Massachusetts, 
when the conditions are equal as to trans- 
portation, or capable of being made so by 
a reasonable degree of effort.

The Mistake of Ingalls. 

Ex-Senator Ingalls isnow about to reap 
the inevitable result of the picturesque bit- 
terness with which he accepted defeat at the 
hands of the democrats and alliancemen a 
few months ago. He was the candidate of 
his party for the senate, and he made a most 
brilliant fight for success, but when he was 
defeated his resentment at the result led him 
into a bog from which he cannot now 
escape. He sulked in his tent, and soon 
became indifferent, 

During the last campaign Mr. Ingalls was 
& stranger to Kansas. He was as, pictur- 
esque as ever, but his egotism had received 
such a shock from his defeat that he felt 
himself under. no obligations to the party 
which had placed him inthesenate. He 
took no part in the campaign. 

The result is that he stands no chance 
whatever to be appointed in the place of 
Plumb, who has just died. Sulkiness and 
indifference, the results of selfishness, are 
not attractive qualities, They do not com- 
mend themselves to either individuals or 
parties. The news which THk CONSTITU- 
TION printed yesterday, to the effect that the 
governor of Kansas will not appoint him to 
the vacancy, is authoritative. 

Yet if he had remained steadfast in defeat 
to his party and his friends who stood by 
him when he was a candidate, no other 
name would have been mentioned. The 
governor says so, 

There is a lesson in this for politicians of 
all parties, and it is a lesson which all poli- 
ticians ought to learn. Sulkiness, indiffer- 
ence and bitterness in defeat are neither 
commendable nor profitable. 


The Christmas Contributions. 

It is gratifying to see how many people 
have contributed in a single day to the fund 
for Christmas gifts to the poor. 

The total amount is a good one, and the 
best thing about the subscription is that it 
comes not in lumps from a. few people, but 
in contributions of moderate size from a 
large number. The moral effect of such a 
subscription is very great, and it is impossi- 
ble to look over these lists without seeing 
that this was cheerful giving. The size of 
the contributions shows that they were not 
made for effect. No man puts down a mod- 
erate amount to be seen of men; he Joes it 
because he feels like giving that much to 
a good cause while he has the opportunity. 
Most of these men are making private con- 
tributions to the needy every’ month in the 
year, and they simply take another good op- 
portunity to put a little money where it will 
do good. There is no doubt that they get 
this result through the present committee. 
The arrangements for distributing the 
contributions are about as good as 
could be made on _ short notice. 
The city police and sanitary departments 
are cordially co-operating’and their organi- 
zation has greatly facilitated the work of 
distribution. If there are any large-hearted 
men who desire to invest good round sums 
in Christmas cheer, they will find this a 
golden opportunity. The careful and sys- 
tematic manner in which this work {s being 
done commends it to practical benevolence. 

There is one point to which we call par- 
ticular attention. Those who give constantly 
for benevolent purposes are careful to see 
that their gifts are not so bestowed as to 
pauperize the spirit of the recipient. We 
make the point that Christmas gifts do not 
pauperize. This is a season when you can 
give as much as you please without doing 
harm to anybody, and it is a privilege which 
the people of Atlanta seem to enjoy. 


No Backward Step in Tariff Reform. 

Some. of the criticisms of Mr. Crisp’s 
course in refusing to offer Mr. Mills the chair- 
manship of the ways and means committee 
we can very well understand. ‘They proceed 
from men who are attached to the Texan and 
who, knowing him intimaiely, fail to lay any 
particular stress on the infirmities of temper 
which surprised both Mr. Crisp and the pub- 
lic during the opening hours of the house, 
Such criticisms amount to nothing more than 
a natural protest in behalf of a friend, and 
they are the inevitable outcome of a contest 
between two popular men. Yet when these 
critics go further and say that the failure of 
Mr. Crisp to appoint Mr. Mills chairman of 
the committee which controls the legislation 
of the house has shocked the democratic 
party and injured the cause of tariff reform, 
they lay down a proposition that is not in- 
telligible, and thestruth is always intelligible. 

If it were true that Mr. Mills is the only 
democrat in the house capable of carrying 
forward the cause of tariff reform, or if it 
were true that tariff reform depended on the 
influence of one man or ten men, then it 
would follow that the cause is in a very bad 
way indeed. But we protest against any 
criticism of Speaker Crisp’s actions, and 
against any interpretation of his purposes 
which will tend to belittle the cause of tariff 
reform. To say that Mr. Mills is necessary 
to its success, or that Mr. Crisp can possibly 
retard it, even if heshould desire to do so, is 
to strip the cause of tariff reform of much of 
its importance and vitality. The democratic 
party is superior to individuals in office or 
out of office. Whenwe say the democratic 
party, we mean theprinciples in which the 
people are interested in applying to the 
policy of their government. Thus the prin- 
ciple of tariff reform is superior to ex-presi- 
dents and presidents, to ex-speakers and 
speakers, and to the pressure of personalism 
in all its forms. It is, in fact, the people 
moving to escape unjust taxation, and the 
movement will not pause until relief is ob- 
tained. { 

The people have selected the democratic 
party tocarry out their purpose in this regard, 
and the party has accepted the responsibility. 
There is absolutely no difference among 
democrats as to the necessity of tariff reform. 
The fact that Mr. Mills has declared himself 
in favor of free trade does not make him any 
more of a tariff reformer than Mr. Crisp, On 
the other hand, while Mr. Mills’s views may 
unfit him for shaping a policy that ought to 
be wisely conceived and shrewdly carried 
out, yet it does not unfit him for giving sub- 
stantial aid to the cause of tariff reform. It 
sometimes happens that the sincerity of men 


cised in behalf of his own ambition, or in 
behalf of tariff reform. ‘Those who cannot 
stand this test, severe as it is, are unfit to 
lead a party, or to shape party policy. Those 
who are acquainted with Speaker Crisp know 
very well how he would have stood the test. 
He would have fallen back into the rauks, 
quietly and modestly, and he would have ac- 
cepted cheerfully all the results of defeat. 
He is sincere and unselfish, and the state- 
ment that his election or any act of his will 
have the slightest tendency to retard the 
success of tariff reform is merely a repetition 
of the slander put forth by an irresponsible 
western newspaper for the purpose of help- 
ing Mr. Mills. . 

Meanwhile, we shall see what we shall 
see.

HANNAH'S SECOND EFFORT TO SUICIDE. 


> 


| A Stranger’s Unusual Method of Ending 
His Life—Disease Drove Him to the 
Act—Other W ould-Be Suicides. 


There were two unsuccessful attempts at 
guicide in Atlanta yesterday. 

One attempt was made by a stranger, who 
gave his name as W. P. Carr, of South 
Bend, Ind. 

The other would-be suicide was Lee 
Hannah, who it will be remembered, had 
two 
weeks ago in his boarding house, No. 123 
Decatur street, from the effects of morphine 
taken with suicidal intent. 

Carr’s Desperate Attempt. 

The attempt of Carr was a desperate 
and dangerous one, and had he not been 
discovered and interrupted might have 
caused the destruction of a whole building 


full of people. 

Is he insane? 

He certainly must be, for no sane man 
would have ever adopted such a desperate 
method of self-destruction. 

He was found in the rear of the National 
hotel saloon yesterday afternoon in the act 
of blowing the whole building up in his 
desperate attempt to end his own life. 

He had secured a round quart bottle, had 
filled it with powder and inserted a piece 
of fuse in the cork and ignited it before 
he was discovered. 

According to the statements of those who 
witnessed the affair, he was sitting quietly 
over the bottle awaiting the explosion with- 
out the faintest sign of anxiety on his de 
termined-looking face. 

A young man who happened to pass just 
in time to prevent the terrible tragedy, 
grabbed the bottle and extinguished the 
fire on the fuse. 

The desperate Hoosier had little to say, and 
ifa card had not been found in his pocket his 
name would probably not have been ascer- 
tained—a card bearing the address, ‘‘W. P. 
Carr, manufacturer and dealer in saddles and 
harness, South Bend, Ind.’’ 

It seems that Mr. Carr is an invalid and has 
been suffering from consumption for several 
months. Finding norelief at home he con- 
cluded to come south. About two weeks ago 
he arrived in Atlanta and stopped at a private 
boarding house. He has grown weaker and 
weaker all the time, and for the past few days 
has been very despondent. He said that he 
could get no relief. and did not want to return 
home in such a condition, just to die and 
trouble his friends, and he concluded to end it 
all without further ceremony. 

He was carried to his boarding house and 
"his friends will probably be notified today. He 
is a strange, reticent character, and it is al- 
most impossible to get information of any kind 
from him. 

Hannah’s Second Attempt. 

Lee Hannah, the engineer who attempted 
suicide at his boarding house, on Decatur 
street, two wecks ago, made a second attempt 
at self-destruction last night. 

Hannah was arrested and locked up on the 
charge of being drunk. Shortly after he was 
incarcerated the turnkey found him eating 
steadily on a large box of morphine. The 
morphine was taken away from him, and Dr. 
Van Goidtsnoven was summoned and soon got 
his patient out of danger. 

Hannah has separated from his wife. Hoe 
declares that he can’t live without her and 
won't live with her; the factis he is not par- 
ticular about living at all.

GOT NEARLY $1,000 


Six of the Nine Committees Report $700 
for Christmas Gifts. 


ABOUT 1,000 PERSONS TO PROVIDE FOR. 


A Long List of Contributions—Many Cases 
of Distress Reported at Head- 
quarters—The Distribution. 


Nearly a thousand dollars in cash and goods 
were secured for the Christmas fund yesterday 
in about two hours. ; 

Six of the nine committees have reported, 
and their lists show contributions amounting 
to $683. The other three lists and the con- 
tributions coming direct to headquarters will 
make it a thousand dollars today. 

There will be about a thousand persons to 
send presents to. The cases reported by the 
evening and morning watches of the police 
department, and the cases reported at head- 
quarters and through the sanitary inspectors 
will aggregate about this number. 

It will be seen then that the first day’s con- 
tribution was very liberal; but it will also be 
observed tliat the need for it is very great. 

The families to be looked after are much 
more numerous than any one would have sup- 
posed. The complaints have been few, con- 
sidering the extent of actual need, ang the 
great majority of these cases had to be hunted 
up and investigated. Thishas been done in a 
very thorough and systematic. manner, and 
those who have contributed to the fund will 
have the satisfaction of knowing that it will 
be well applied. 

Mr. Hampton, Mr. Herman and Mr. Averill 
spent a good part of yesterday classifying the 
list of those needing help. The names are ar- 
ranged by streets, and any particular case can 
be referred to in a moment, while a wagon can 
be loaded for a particular street with the ar- 
ticles allotted to particular persons. Every 
article is checked in as it comes into head- 
quarters at No, 2South Broad, and it will be 
checked off when it is sent out Christmas Day. 
There will be a record :of the receipt and 
disposition of every item, with vouchers for 
everytbing. 

Mr. Hampton's business training fits him 
admirably for just this emergency, and the 
plan of distribution will be executed with the 
precision of clockwork. 

The Committees Coming In, 

It was a pleasant thing to hear the commit- 
tees talk when they came in. It was the 
unanimous report that they never saw 
people contribute so cheerfully as they did 
to this fund. It was hard to find 


anybody who would refuse. Most men ap- 
proached seemed to take it as a privilege to 
give for this purpose. 

"I want you to say something in the paper 
for ine,’”’ said Dr. J. W. Lee. “I have taken 
up & great many collections, and I never saw 
a Jew refuse to give to a charitable purpose. 
If they haven’t got religion, they have got 
something mighty like it.”’ 

Mr. Herman remarked that the Jewish people 
of Atianta would take care of ail their poor. 
“They have $1,800 in the treasury for that pur- 
pose,and don’t ask a cent for theirown people; 
but they are going to help the others, too, as 
far as they can.”’ .

In other 
years we have observed it with joy and grati- 
tude, and with messages of hearty congratu- 
lation to our living friend and founder. Now, 
out from us and away into the heavens he has 
passed to his reward. Henceforth this is also 
our memorial day. On its return we shall 
contemplate not only his work, but shall also 
celebrate the character of the man who built 
his thought and life into this institution, 
which we love and look upon as his enduring 
monument, 

“This is no time for unconsidered tribute 
or indiscriminate praise. Mr, Gammon 
would rather change the _ established 
rule of necrology, ‘Say nothing but good of 
the dead,’ and substitute for it, ‘Say nothing 
of the dead but the truth.” He who was hon- 
est to the core and who loved the truth would, 
if he could speak to us, ask on this memorial 
day only the tribute of unadorned and simple 
truth. 

‘Standing in the presence of his lifein all 
honesty we may say: Here is a manof wisdom, 
fidelity, energy, fortitude, of unbending in- 
tegrity and indomitable perseverance; a man 
of genuine mental and moral texture through 
and through; without vanity and free from 
ambition; of great religious sincerity; 
holding steadfast to the right; a 
strong love of truth; a stout advocate of 
justice and humanity; a preacher of 
righteousness; the poor man’s friend, a son of 
God. 

**On December 23, 1819, he was born at Gil- 
more, Pond plantation, Maine. In 1843 he 
began to preach on a. salary of $100 a year. 
In 1851 he joined the Rock River conference 
in Lilinois. In 1858 his health broke, an oid 
bronchial trouble taking chronic form, and he 
took a superannuated relation to the confer- 
ence, which he sustained till death. He was 
a strong and thoughtful preacher. After a 
year he went into business. His prophetic 
eye saw the immense harvests of the great 
west and the possibilities of machinery 
in gatnering them. Of his phenomenal 
success in developing harvesting machinery 
The Implement World says that ‘it is hardly 
possible to measure the influence Mr. Gam- 
mon had in the successful improvement of the 
methods of reaping the harvests of the world.’ 

“It is as a philanthropist that hisname shall 
be honored among men; notaltogether because 
he gave his half million of dollars to found 
and perpetuate Gammon Theological semi- 
nary. The man himself, his motives, his pur- 

ose, his sacrifice, his unselfish enthusiasm, 

estowal of thought and time and heart for 
humanity, these furnish the measure of his 
philanthropy. 

“Why did his philanthropy take this form? 
He founded and endowed an institution, not 
merely for the sake of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, but for the good of all the churches. 
It took the form of a theologteal school, be- 
cause he believed that the ministry held the 
center of power, and .its members were to be 
the leaders of their race for years to come. He 
established it especially for the negro race, not 
because they were black, but because they 
were inen needing a pure gospel, clearly 
préached. He was no sentimentalist, but 
simply had a heart as broad as humanity, and 
without prejudice it went out to this race as a 
part of God’s family, needing the touch of 
Christ’s hand throngh him, He shared the 
view of Lowell: 

“In the gain or loss of one race 
All the rest have equal claim.” 

‘‘Cherishing a plan of large beneficence, he 
turns toward the south asa tield of profitable 
investment for the kingdom of God. He sees 
here a rave numbering millions upon millions, 
with millions more to come. Out of two

and the Christain religion—without which 
their marvelous strides forward atid upward 
forthe past twenty-five years never could 
have been chronjicied, Here is a race that has 
reared the fabric of ‘vigorous and aggressive 
church organizations.

in the opinion that Daniels was as guilty a 
man as had ever been triedin Fuiton connty. 
His attorney, Mr. Frank R. Walker, shared this 
belief-and did not attempt to get a new trial 
or to stay the execution of the death sentence. 

About two weeks before the day of the hang- 
ing, a reporter of Tue CONSTITUTION visited 
the felon in his cell, and drew him into a con- 
yersation at great length. The following day 
THE CONSTITUTION published a very pathetic 
letter written by Daniels and addressed to 
Governor Northen. 

This letter touched many a heart in At- 
Janta and aroused sympathy for the poor 
friendiess negro, over whose head the dread 
judgment hung like the sword of Damocles. 

Mr. Hugh T. Inman, Mr. Lewis Beck, Mr. 
Joe Moody and other kind-hearted citizens in- 
terested themselves in the matter and offered 
libera! contributions to defray the expenses of 
the negro’s adequate defense. 

Governor Northen’ was importuned to grant 
a reprieve, which he did. 

Mr. Frank R. Walker took courage and 
gathered some exceedingly important evi- 
dence in behalf of Daniels. He has worked 
up the case sedulously and has secured, what 
he regards, conclusive proof of his innocence. 

Judge Richard H. Clark was asked to en- 
tertain an *‘extraordinary motion on extra- 
ordinary grounds’? for a new trial, and he 
heard that motion yesterday morning. 

Mr. Walker’s Showing. 


Mr. Walker had carefully prepared a paper 
showing the grounds on which he asked fora 


new trial. 

These are as follows: 

1. Because of the extreme poverty of defendent, 
and consequently his inability to obtain counsel. 
And when, upon the day of trial, he appeared in 
court still unrepresented, and Mr, F. Walker 
voluntered to defend him, thefstate urged and ob- 
tained an immediate trial. Thusthe defendant’s 
counsel was allowed no chance to prepare a de- 
fence. The defendant himself, being an ignorant 
and unlettered negro, and relying upon his own 
sense of innocence and believing that the state’s 
witnesses would swear the truth, declared that he 
was willing to goto the jury without a single 
witness. 

2. That since the trial Daniels learned that he 
eould prove by Daniel Wingfield and Walter Tur- 
ner thata negro who went under the name of 
Harry —— had confessed to the crime, and stated 
that he killed the woman because of her making 
away with some money belonging to him, and he 
was then leaving to avoid arrest. 

3. Because, since the trial, Daniels learned that 
he could prove by a colored minister and shov- 
maker, E..8. Hill, that the same man, Harry, was 
an intimate visitor to Sylvia Lyle just before her 
death, and that Harry bad paid him itor work done 
for Syivia. 

4. Because, since the trial, he learned that he 
could prove by J. T. Teasley, a colored barber, 
that he knew Ed Wright, and saw him shbortl 
after he (Wright) was shot, and before the trial, 
and Wright had stated to him that he did not 
know who had killed the woman and shot him; 


’ hau never seen him before, and would not then 


know him. 

5. Because he had learned that Levi Morrison 
had seen Daniels, and was with him at the time of 
the killing, and, though they were near the place, 
Daniels had no pistol or other weapon, and he 
will swear that Daniels did not do the shooting. 

6. Because, since the triai, he learned that he 
could prove by Robert Cloud, who keeps a restau- 
rant adjoining George Johnson’s shoeshop (John- 
s0n being one of the principal witnesses for the 
prosecution), that when the shooting occurred, 
about fifty yards from Cloud’s restaurant, he ran 
out at once and saw Johnson at the place of the 
orang £ and that there Johnson told him that he 
did not know who did the shooting, and only saw 
the party running at a distance, and he was run- 


- ning inan opposite direction to where Daniels 


lived. 

This testimony entirely impeaches Johnson’s 
testimony given on the trial. 

7. That he could prove Hy four other witnesses 
that the hat found at the place of the shooting 
and claimed to have been Daniels’s, was not his. 

Because he had obtained and produced a 
number of affidavits of the extremely bad char- 
acter of Ed Wright, one of the principal witnesses 
for the state, and because of the production of 
several affidavits of good citizens as to the peace- 
able and law-abiding character of the defendant. 

Mr. Walker made a short argument in sup- 
port of the motion, and Solicitor General 
Charley Hill combatted it. 

the Motion Sustained. 

Judge Clark immediately passed the follow- 
ing order: 

Upon hearing the foregoing extraordinary mo- 
tion for a new trial made by Peter Daniels, con- 
victed of murder and under. sentence of death, 
That a new trial be granted upon 
the newly discovered evidence above. Not that it 
changes my mind ,upon the legality of the con- 
Viction, but that my discretion ought to be so 
used as to gs him the right to have the same 
passed on bya jury. December 23, 1891. 

RICHARD H. CLARK, 
J.S. C. Presiding. 
The Next Trial. 


It is likely that Daniels will be tried again 
the last week in January. He has_ been 
respited until Friday, January 29th, and if the 
case cannot be reached before then, the gov- 
ernor will doubtless give another reprieve. 
Daniels will, as before, be defended by Mr. 
alker. He is very anxious, however, that 
Mr. Walker should employ some prominent 
lawyer to assist him. But this his attorney de- 
Clines to do, felling that he can single-handed 
and alone secure an acquittal next time. 
Daniels Is Grateful, 

Soon after Judge Clark rendered his decis- 
ion Daniels was asked what he thought about 
it, and he answered, joyously: “I am very 
grateful, sir, to his excellency, our Christian 
governor, and to THE CONSTITUTION, and to

Silk stockings, which cost originally about 
fifteen dollars a pair, were sold for a mere 
trifle.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, December 23.—The stock market 
abated none of its strength or activity today, but there 
was rather more manipulation by the bears, which had 
the effect of retarding the early movement, and even 
of creating some concessions in many of the leading 
stocks.

It has for several years been a featare of the cotton 
market that spinners buy cotton freely during or just 
before the Christmas holidays, as experience has 
taught them that the press from the south to dispose 
of cotton to meet maturing obligations is usually at its 
maximum before the end of the year. Our market 
opened slightly easier, but quickly recovered, advanc- 
ing upon a lighter movement at Galveston and New 
Orleans from #6 points above last evening’s closing 
prices. The failure of a bank at Greenville, Missis- 
sippi, reported this morning as due to a short cotton 
crop and low prices, has attracted the attention of the 
trade as testimony substantiating the many reports 
received of the yield in northern Mississippi. About 
noon telegrams were received from New Orleans esti- 
mating the receipts tomorrow at 15,000 bales, and the 
advance of the morning was lost only to be recovered 
by 2 o’clock upoc reduced receipts at Augusta and 
Memphis. Whiie the market has presented the usual 
holiday character natural at this season of the year, 
it has shown a stability unexpected in view of the 
heavy movement. Our late cables from Liverpool 
state that the estimates of the crop current there have 
now been raised to 8,300,000 bales. Were such an esti- 
mate current here the market would decline under a 
conviction that such a supply would be largely in ex- 
cess of the world’s requirements. After 2 o’clock the 
market became easier on realizing sales, caused by a 
desire to close transactions before the holidays and the 
large receipts at West Point. The receipts at the large 
interior towns are 100,000 bales for half the week, 
against 100,000 bales last week for the same time. 
Siocks show a continued accumulation.

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OLD DAN TUCKER. 


Not the Original, but One Who Bids Fair 
to Become as Famous. 


HE THAT WAS DEAD IS NOW ALIVE. 


A Much-Discussed Convict Turns Up 
Alive and the Principal Keeper Ex- 
plains How It All Occurred. 


~ 


Truly, a penitentiary convict’s life is a 
matter of little account to the great world. 

When the penitentiary gates shut behind 
him the world forgets him. He is lost. 

This was forcibly illustrated in the case of 
Dan Tucker, the negro convict of whom meén- 
tion was made yesterday. Dan Tucker is & 
Muscogee county negro, and he was sent up 
from that county in December, 1883, for ten 
years. 

He was carried to the Chattahoochee Brick 
Company's works and clad in regulation 
stripes and went to work molding brick. 

Ten years—a negro—no good to the outside 
world. Whocared forhim? Quite natural 
that he should be forgotten. 

His name was on the records, however. It 
was theonly place where he was recognized. 

A few days ago the principal keeper of the 
penitentiary, Colonel George H. Jones, 
signed the discharges for twenty-two con- 
victs. . 

Dan Tucker was oné of them. 

The discharge was addressed to the keeper 
of the Chattahooche brick works camps, 4S 
that was where the books showed him to be. 

He was to be discharged in January. Buta 
diligent search was made at the Chattahoochee 
camps, and Dan Tucker could not be found. 

Colonel Jones was informed of this fact,and, 
somewhat mystified, he began to search the 
records for traces of the negro. 

It was a tedious job. Through the long list 
of convicts discharged, convicts died, convicts 
received, Colonel Jones went until the name 
of Dan Tucker was found. 

Opposite the convict’s name were the three 
words, ‘“‘Died, May 1884.” Right pathetic; 
right pitiful! 

Dead and forgotten, yet living on the peni- 
tentiary records. 

Truly a case of unhonored and unsung. 

This peculiar state of affairs was related in 
yesterday’s paper. 

But ,it now comes to light that Dan Tucker 
is yet in flesh and blood, although the records 
have him dead seven years ago. 

His discharge will be sent to another camp, 
and Dan Tucker will be a free man after Jan- 
uary 10th. 

It appears that he was transferred from the 
Chattahoochee camp to camp No. 3, owned by 
Colonel James M. Smith. His name appears 
on the reports of that camp. 

It’s not much ofa story now, but it shows 
how soon a mancan be buried alive in the 
oy rma & 

Colonel Jones writes the following card in 
justice to his predecessor, Colonel Jobn R. 
Towers: 

ATLANTA, Ga., December 23.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: I notice in this morning’s paper a short 
notice stating that Dan Tucker had lived on the 
records, although he had been dead four years. 

That is a mistake. He still lives, and will be 
discharged in January next. The mistake oc- 
curred in this way; He was received in Decamber, 
1883, for ten years, and transcribed from book to 
book, and at last he was charged up to the Chat- 
tahoochee Brick Company, No. 3. His discharge 
was sent to that company a few days ago, and 
upon searching their records they found they did 
not have him, and returned the paper to me. 
then examined the old books and found him re- 
corded as above and also recorded as dying in 
May, 1884; henco, I took it for granted that he 
was dead. 

But it appears that he had been transferred to 
Colonel James M. Smith, No. 3, and had been re- 
ported on his (Smith’s) report all the while, and is 
still alive and will be discharged as stated. If I 
had examined Smith’s reports, as I should have 
done, I would not have found him on the old book 
reported as dead; but after seeing that, I thought 
it useless to examine further, and dismissed the 
investigation. 

I say this much in justice to my predecessor and 
to correct the matter to the public.

PREPARE A PETITION OF INTEREST. 


The Tale of Two Young Moonshiners. 
Other Matters of Gossip irom the 
Custom House, 


Judge Newman will be petitioned today to 
modify the sentence of two United States pris- 
oners confined in#ulton county jail. 

Connected with the request is an unusually 
pathetic story. 

Late in October two brothers, W. C. and 5, 
Y. Brown, were arraigned in the district court. 
They were residents of Hiawassee, in Towns 
county, and were charged with illicit distilling. 
The evidence against them both was 
purely circumstantial, but the jury 
found the boys guilty, and they were 
given four months’ imprisonment in the 
county prison. 

When the Browns went from home, a few 
days before, they left anold and feeble mother 
and a father, who were dependent upon 
them for support. It was not a week later 
thatthe woman sickened, and several days 
afterwards she was laid to rest in a country 
graveyard. 

Left alone, and without the company of his 
imprisoned boys and in need of their aid for 
the necessaries of life, the old father began to 
worry very much. The grief of his wife’s 
death, his sons’ punishment, the awful 
lonesomeness and his financial embarrassment 
preyed upon his mind more and more, and a 
few weeks later he became mentally unbal- 
anced. 

The man’s condition and the pathetic de- 
struction of a once happy home enlisted the 
sympathy of every one. 

The boys‘were needed at Hiawassee, and 
with that in view and the knowledge of their 
conviction on circumstantial evidence, the 
county officials, a few days ago, signed a peti- 
tion asking for the pardon of the two young 
United States prisoners. The ordinary of 
Towns affixed his name and official seal, and 
the signature of Judge Wellborn, too, was 
there. — 

But it was soon seen that such a process as 
to ask pardon of President Harrison was too 
slow to be available, even if successful. Yes- 
terday a representative was sent to Atlanta to 
ascertain what recourse remained. 

While Judge Newman cannot suspend 
the sertence now, he can modify it at any 
time during the same termin which sentence 
is passed. 

The recommendation will be presented to 
him, and he will be asked to do this today. 
The two boys are anxious to get back to their 
badly broken up home. 

Too Crowded. 

Weather Observer Morrillis going to peti- 
tion the supervising architect, of Washington, 
for more room. . 

He is badly crowded, and his present ac- 
commodations do not near suffice. Adjoining 
the weather bureau is a large room, cus- 
tomarily used by Inspector Forsyth, who is 
usually absent from the city, and Mr. Morrill 
wi!l ask for that space. 

With his four assistants, it shows the 
growth made in the department since 
the present observer took charge.

Yesterday morning they came again. 
Thomas’s patience had been sorely vexed and 
this time he seized his pistol and started after 
the group just as they had taken some sticks 
of wood. He fired at them three times and 
the last shot felled a negro, but before the 
darky could be reached, he had gotteh up and 
made after his companions. 

The wounded negro left several traces of 
blood, but it isnot known how badly he is 
hurt. Thomas does not know his name but 
thinks that he will be free from their prowling 
visits in the future.

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A STARVING PEOPLE, 


A Terrible Story of Privation from Du- 
rango. 

SAN AwntTontro, Tex., December 23.—[Spe- 
cial. |—H. L. Mar eldt,astockman,well known 
here, arrived in tiie city today, direct froin 
the mountainous district in the western part of 
the state of Durango, thirty miles north of 
Papasquiaro, where he has aranch of several 
thousand acres. He states that the reports 
sent out from the city of Mexico, denying that 
there is great distress in Durango, on account 
of the drought, are untrue, and are inspired 
by the government, which is attempting to 
prevent the truth from being known. He 
said: 

Last week I traversed the entire Laguna dis- 
trict to Torreon, and the suffering I saw would 
melt a hearf of stone. At one yil- 
lage I found fully fifty families in 
an actual state of starvation. All 
were absolutely without food. Their crops 
had failed for three consecutive years. Not a 
drop of rain had fallen for fourteen months, 
I saw no deaths from starvation,,but was told 
that several bad occurred. Incredible as it 
may seem, the people were actually eating 
dirt—the black soil peculiar to that sec- 
tion—which they moistened in i 
mouths. They are not even 
by the cacti bud; and wild 
as these are found to the south and west of 
that place. There are no food supplies in that 
section that they could buy even if they had 
money, as it 1s so remote that speculators and 
dealers have not reached them. What these 
people need is free food, and unless they get 
it within the next few weeks they will have 
no use for he!p of any kind.

AN ATLANTA MAN

sentence of death now contined in the Dough- 
erty county jail. Neither of them belongs to 
this county, however. 

John Croons, the Worth county murderer, 
was under sentence to hang on Thursday, but 
the sentence was respited by Judge Bower, 
pending a motion of some sort that has been 
made by the prisoner’s counsel. 

The other two men are Sol Rowell and Bob 
Richardson, from Calhoun county, who have 
been convicted of riot and murder. Their 
cases have been to the supreme court, and the 
judgment of the court below was affirmed. 

Judze Guerry, presiding for Judge Bower, 
sentenced Ruwell and Richardson, on Monday 
last, tobe hanged on Friday, January 8th. 
The double execution will take place at Mor- 
gan, and will be private, in accordance with 
the new law.
